The following remarka were made in 


the Republican Convention at Saratoga, 
NY., Yesterday, by G. W. Curtis;

Gentlemen, it U necessary at thia time

We meet to nominate 
State officers, but it ia a custom of politi- 
cal necessity that State eleotiona turn on 
National issues. This is right. A parry 
which can govern a nation satisfactorily, 
can certainly do as well in tbe State. On 
the contrary, a party seeking national 
power on other bad principles will make 
a platform.to deceive and elect a Governor 
who will sign an Erie Railroad MIL 
We must remember m we advance the 
history of the past, and how the past few 
years rung with orien of victory. The 
history of the Republican party ia written 
in the noblest years of the history of our 
oonntry.

For many year, the reddenta of the

merou. robberies, and in some case, out- 
rages, committed by unknown parties. 
Formerly the loam were moaUy. confined 
to the garden*,. orohardj and' hen-rooata, 
with now and then » burglary on «ome 
oarriage-home for oat-building. Several 
instances of outrages upon females also 
occurred, but in none of these were the 
guilty parties ever apprehended or brought 
to justice. Thia year, however, haa been 
marked by the operation, of a sytom.tic 
bandofrebben. Sueeearive'and MMCM 
<ul burglarie. have been aeoompliahed, and 
the loasea have •ttmnied up to :a large 
total. The only eluee led to the river, and 
there was an avenue of eaompe that no prea- 
entlUgal method could guard or doae. 
Thu state o{ thinga haa excited; no : littl. 
attention in all the town. betw»» Eon- 
dont and the metropolia. Although th. 
•hipping ettabliabmenta, store, and veaHl. 
along the pier. have, been,tbe principal 
losers, the more inland dwellings and 
stores have also .offered. Goods of all 
kinds, household wares, and even farm 
produce have been' plundered by these 
thieve*, taken on board their yachta, pack- 
ed, twiitlv borne away to aomo dutant 
railway station and thence shipped to 
their receiver. I* pursuit .honld follow 
they could sink their booty by weights 
into the depth of the river and the vessel 
when overhauled would contain'- nb eri-~ 
deuce nf crime.
